Snow Will Stop and Winds 
Will Become Breezes. 




















One of the proverbial signs of the 
ending of winter was manifested in St. 
Louis Saturday when, for Several hours, 
snow fell while the wind was from the 
south!’ It was not a heavy snow, but 
it unmistakably borne along on a breeze 
from the quarter from which spring 
comes, 

The Weather Bureau prediction, tak- 
ing no note of folklore. was conserva- 
tive, but rising temperature was prom- 
leed: The forecast:

of the skeleton. It was so hidden by 
the bulrushes and a deposit of silt from 
overfiows of the Missouri that discovery 
was impossible until he was immedi- 
ately beside it. He found it Thursday 
at sunset, as he was about to cease the 
evening’s work. 

The deposi! of silt left by the last high 
water In Sept ‘ember, 1905, as well as by 
three overflows in April, 1904, deepens 
the mystery. The deposit may have 
hidden a weapon with which the man 
killed himself or was killed. It may 
have hidden a bottle or box in which 
poison for suicide was contained. In the 
present frozen condition of the choco- 
late loam it is impossible to make a 
complete examination of the surround- 
ing ground. 


Shot or Stabbed? 


There remains the theory of murder. 
The first phase of this theory is that 


the man wae killed at that place. Again, 
the important fact that the hat was on 
the head and that the body was not in 
a contorted position, works against the 
theory of violence on the spot. 

The skull bears no mark of bullet or 
bludgeon. Whether other bones of the 
body bear such marks cannot be posi- 
tively stated, because of the incomplete- 
ness of the examination. 

But the man might have been shot to 
death while standirg, without leaving 
any trace of the bullet on a bone. He 
might conceivably have dropped back- 
ward into the position in which he lav. 
It is not probable that he could have 
been strangled. The possibility that he 
was stabbed is equal with the possibility 
that he was shot. 

It may be considered greater, because 
after such an act the knife or dagger 
would probably have been withdrawn by 
the slayer without leaving any trace on 
the skeleton or any evidence on the’spot 
after the lapse of a year or more. 

In support of the suicide theory, the 


fact that the hat was on the head may 
be taken as indication that no struggle 
immediately preceded death. The place 
was such as to insure immunity from 
interruption. The position of the body, 
which was on its back, with the hands 
out at the side of a posture of repose, 
favors the theory that he lay quietly 
down to dle.

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Few brides not of so-called royal birth 
ever have been the recipients of s0 
many and such valuable gifts as were 
received by Miss Roosevelt. 

For weeks these tributes of love and 
affection -have beer pouring into’ the 
White House. The bride and the mem- 
bers of her family were almost over- 
whelmed by the number and character 
of the presents. It was not that they 
were se valuable intrinsically, although, 
in the aggregate they represent a great 
aum; but it was the spirit which anjmat- 
ed the givers which appealed strongly 
to Miss Roosevelt. 

Many of the presents were accom- 
panied by oral or written expressions of 
the deep and sincere regard in which 
the bride is held by ovyersons of all 
classes, not only in her Own country, 
but throughout the world. 

Weeks ago, on behalf of their daugh- 
ter, the President and Mrs. Roasevelt 
let it be known that certain proffered 
gifts could not be accepted. It was 
their desire that the wedding, so far 
as the presentS were concerned, at 
least, should be stripped of official 
character. An _ intimation was con- 
veved through diplomatic channels 
that it was the desire of the President 
that no gifts should be made to Miss 
Roosevelt on behalf of foreign govern- 
ments; th@t preSents of such nature 
properly could be received only from 
the executives of the governments 
through the ambassadors or ministers 
accredited to the American Government. 
The only present, therefore, which 
may be said to come directly from a 
nation is that of the Cuban republic. 
It was provided for prior to the re- 
ceipt of the President's delicate intima- 
tfon, and, in the peculiar  circum- 
stances, could not be declined. 

During the past week hundreds of re- 
membrances, so particularly precious in 
the eyes of the bride have arrived at 
the White House for Miss Roosevelt. By 
far the greater number of them came 
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from personal friends and acquaintan-

ure, by the receipt of presents from 
people of whom she had never heard, 
who followed the gifts immediately with 
requests for invitations to the wedding. 
Some of the gifts were costly, but those 
which so evidently were sent with the 
idea thereby of obtaining an invitation 
to the wedding were returned instantly 
to the senders. 

It ean be said, with perfect confidence 
in the accuracy of the statement, coat 
while many of the presents received by 
the bride are very valuable, some of 
them being particularly so by reason of 
the circumstances surrounding them, the 
value of the gifts has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. Many of those who remem- 
bered Miss Roosevelt with presents are 
by no means wealthy. and it {s quite 
certain they could not afford to make 
such presents as they have been credit- 
ed with having given. The definite an- 
nouncement of President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt that no list of bridal presents 
would be made public was approved 
cordially by friends of -the families of 
both the bride and bridegroom, but jt 
has placed a premium on the exaggera- 
tion so greatly deprecated by the Pres- 
ident himseelrt. 


A Thousand Presents. 


Nobody without the cirele of rela- 


tives and intimate personal friends has 
been permitted to view the bridal pres- 
ents. For two days they were placed 
in the library on the second floor of 
the White House, and not for a mo- 
ment were they left unguarded. 

The fortunate ones were permitted 
to view the beautiful array, many of 
which are almost regal in their splen- 
dor. 

The gifts numbered nearly 1000, and it 
is known that ali yet have not arrived. 
The display conSists principally of jew. 
eiry and rare briec-a-brac. There are 
necklaces, brooches, frings. bracelets 
fans of unique design, clocks, watches, 
vaser, loving cups, punchbowls, pic. 
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embroideries from the Orient, delicate 


carvings in ivory and the precious met- 
als, handsome rugs and tapestries, rare 
Silver and china table services, most 
of them manufactured from special de- 
signs, and every other gift which pos- 
sibly could make. glad the heart of a} 
bride. 

Among the many beautiful things re-/ 
ceived are some rare old laces and jew- 
eis from Mrs. Lee, the grandmother of 
the bride. Had the bride's mother lived 
these, very likely, would have gone to 
her. In the circumstances they are more 
precious in the eyes of Mrs. Longworth 
than scores of.the gifts intrinsically of 
greater value. As heretofore indicated, 
no list of presents was made public, 
and no complete list that is even ap- 
proximately accurate can be compiled, 
but among the hundreds received. by 
Miss Roosevelt are the following: 

Partial List of Gifts. 

President Loubet of France—A mag- 
niticent Gobelin tapestry, made express- 
ly for Miss Roosevelt. It is long and 
narrow und portrays scenes renowned 
in the history of France. This tap- 
estry is made only for the French Goy- 


ernment, and never is —— on sale. 
Its value, therefore, Ss purely con- 
jectural, in dollars and cents. It was 


presented to Miss Roosevelt en behaif 
of President Loubet by Ambassador 
Jusserand. At the same time Ambas- 
sador Jusserand, on behalf of himseif 
and Mme. Jusserand, presented to Miss 
Roosevelt an exquisite fan of white os- 
trich plumes, set on tortoise shell sticks, 
and bearing a monogram of Miss Roose- 
velt’s initials in gold. 

Iimperor William of Germany—A 
bracelet of special design, studded with 
gens of rare value, one of the finest 
works of the jeweler’s art: It was pre- 
— by Ambassador Speck von Stern- 

ure. 

The Emperor of Japan—Two beautiful- 
ly chased vases of silver and a piece 


of wonderful Japanese embroidery. The 
latter is a plece of silk eight feet 
square. Its left corner shows. a back- 


ground of heavy gold thread, but the 
greater part of the piece is embroid- 
efed with chrysanthemums done in 
white silk on gold. 

Cuba’s Splendid Tribute. 

Republic of Cuba—A necklace of se- 
lected pearls, the design of the piece 
being made in Paris on the order of the 
Cuban Government. It is one of the 
most valuable gifts received by the 
bride, 

The Emperor of Austria~A diamond 
and pearl pendant, exquisitely: wrought, 

‘he Empress Dowager of China—A 
handsomely made dower chest, filled 
completely with rare gifts of silks, em- 
broideries, ivory carvings and lovely 
bric-a-brac. 

The King of Italy—A mosaic table of 
Superb workmanship and great beauty, 
depicting scenes of Italian life. It was 
made especially for Miss Roosevelt in 
Florence. 

Pope Pius X-—A handsome. Mosate, 
representing one of the great paintings 
in the Vatican. 

: From Spain’s Ruler. 

The King of Spain—Pieces of antique 
jewelry of rare design and value. 

King Edward VII of England sent a 
gift to the bride, but the character of it 
has not been disclosed. 

While some of the ambassadors and 
ministers accredited to this capital from 
foreign countries sent individual pres- 
ents to Miss Roosevelt, the majority 
of them presented to her offerings of 
flowers.

Mr. Takahira, former Minister of Ja- 
pan, cabled directions that a handsome 
floral present be made to the bride in 
his name. 

Mr. Grip, Minister of Sweden, pre- 
sented an exquisite vase which he pur- 
chased in Paris; Baron Moncheur, the 
Belgian Minister, a piece of handsome 
bric-a-brac; Minister Quesada of Cuba 
and Mme. Quesada, a set of eight pieces 
of silverware, lined with gold and bear- 
ing the Initials of the Lride, A. R. 

Members of the Cabinet presented in- 
dividual gifts, but only a few of them 
are known. Secretary and Mrs. ‘Taft 
presented a pair of elaborately chased 
silver table vases of American manu- 
facture. Secretary and Mrs. Bonaparte 

ave a handsome piece de millieu of re- 
yousse silver. In the center several 
fanciful figures have been wrought. The 
edge of the piece is openworked. Sec- 


{retary and Mrs. Shaw presented a choc- 


olate set of rare Worcester ware, in- 
laid with silver, and Attorney-General 
Moody gave a pair of silver candlesticks 
elegantly chased and of beautiful de- 
sign. 

Taft Party’s Present. 


The Taft Philippine party, including 
those who, with Miss Roosevelt, made 
the trip last summer to the Orient, 
joined in a beautiful and costly gift to 
the bride. It is a necklace of gold with 
the alternate links studded with dia- 
monds, bearing a magnificent aquama- 
rine pendant, surrounded with dia- 
monds. The aquamarine pendant 1S a4 
stone of remarkable size and costing 
$1500 unmounted. A card accompanying 
the gift is inseribed: ‘‘With Jove and 
best wishes to our Alice, from members 
of the Taft party.”’ 

Mr. Longworth’'s associates in Con- 
gress united in the presentation to the 
bride of three beautiful presents. The 
New York delegation gave an exquisite 
service of Favrile glass, each place hav- 
ing the peacock eye in its center and 
no two pieces being of precisely the 
same hue. The service consists of five 


dozen wineglasses, finger bowls and 
plates. The Ohio delegation in Congress 


gave the bride a heavy silver loving 
cup. It is more than two feet in height 
and bears festoons of roses in repoussé 
work around the top and bottom. 


From Longworth’s Friends. 


The House Committee on Foreign Atf- 
fairs, of which Mr. Longworth is a mem- 


ber, also gave the bride a loving cup of 
silver, beautifully chased and lined with 
gold. It was inscribed to “Alice Lee 
toosevelt”’ in seript. 

Fans were a favorite article of presen- 
tation to the bride and she received @ 
notable and handsome collection of 
them. Beside that of the French Am- 
bassador and Mme, Jusserand, the Vis- 
count de Chambrun sent a hand-painted 
fan, and Senator and Mrs. Soooner of 
Wisconsin presented a jeweled fan of ex- 
quisite workmanship. 


From the Bridegroom. 


No adequate idea of the gifts to the 
bride can be given with any decree of 
accuracy, but the foregoing will convey 
some notion of their character. Those 
made by the members of the immediate 
families of the bride and bridegroom 
ure held sacred. The gift of Mr. Long- 
worth to his bride was a necklace of 
selected diamonds, perfectly matched, 
the stones being beautifully mounted. 
This probably was intrinsically the most 
Mo “cg gift received by Miss Roose- 
velt. 
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PREVIOUS WEDDINGS 


IN THE WHITE HOUSE 


Romance and history have made the 
White House the most interesting home 
in-America. Of the two, romance, prob- 
ably, has eontributed more to endear 
the mansion to the people—men as well 
as women—than history. The weddings 
which have taken place within its class- 
ic portals appeal with keenest interest 
to every true Américan. 

In the century of its history, the 
Wiiie tlouse ¢as been the scene 0 12 
weddings. That of Miss Roosevelt and 
Mr. Longworth today was the largest 
by far, and, in some respects, the 
most notable wedding that ever was 
celebrated in the mansion. Miss Roose- 
velt was the fourth daughter of a 
President of the United States to be 
given in marriage in this official home 
of the chief executive. 

The list of 1000 guests invited to wit- 
ness the ceremony today is several 
times larger than that invited to any 


previous White House wedding, and yet’

Nellie Grants Wedding. 


Prior to the remodeling of the inte- 
rior of the White House three years 
ago, it would not have been possible 
to entertain so large a company in the 


house as attended today’s wedding. 
That fact probably accounts for the 
comparatively small Hsts of guests at 
previous weddings. 

Thirty-two years ago Ellen W. Grant, 
who endeared herself to the American

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best beloved and most pepular of wom- 
en, becamine a White House bride. ‘The 
number of guests at her wedding was 
about 200, and writers of the time said 
that was practically all that could have 
been accommodated comfortably. 

The first White House wedding took | 
place during the administration 
James Madison, whose wife was prob- 
ably the most popular woman of her 
time in America. Mrs. Madison's young- 
est sister. Lucy Payne Wasaington, 
widow of a nephew of President Wash- 
ington, was married on the evening of 
March 11, 1811, to a widower, 
sided in Kentucky. The marriage 
witnessed by important officials 
members of the diplomatic corps. 

The Second Wedding. 

Just after the war of i812 the seeond 
White House wedding occurred. This 
also was in the administration of Madi- 
son, the bride, Miss Anna Todd, being 
a cousin of Mrs. Madison. The groom 
ras John C. Jackson, then member of 
the House of Representatives from Vir- 
ginia. On account of the war, society 
affairs were at low tide in Washing- 
ton and the marriage was not so notable

Tie wedding of Miss Maria Hester 
Monroe. the first daughter of a Presi- 
dent to be married in the White House, 
was a distinct disappointment in a so- 
cial way. On March 9%, 1820, she was 
married in the blue room to Samuel 
Lawrence Gouverneur of New York, 
who was acting as private secretary to 
President Monroe. lt was purely a 
family affair, not even the members of 
the President's Cabinet being invited. 


President Led Dance. 


The fourth wedding in the White 
House was that of a President’s sen, 
John Adams, the son and private see- 
retary of President Jonn Quincy Adama 
On Feb. 10, 1828, he married in the 
blue room his cousin, Miss Mary Hel- 
len of Philadelphia. It was a brilliant 
social function and was made pecu 
liarly notable by the fact that President 
Adams led the Virginia reel in the 
datice that followed the ceremony. 

During the administration of President 
Jackson, three marriages were celéorat- 
ed in the White House. The first was 
that of Miss Delia Lewis of Nashville, 
Tenn., to Aiphonso Joseph Yver Pageot, 
secretary of the French Legation. It 
took place in the Blue Room and was 
witnessed by the members of the Cab- 
inet and their wives, members of the 
Diplomatic ‘Corps, and personal friends. 
Shortly afterward Miss Mary Baston, 
also of Tennessee, a niece of Mrs. Jack- 
son, Was married In the Blue Room to 
Lucien B. Polk. The third marriage in 
the White House during the Jackson ad- 
ministration was that of Miss Emily 
Martin, a relative of the President's

Carnegie organ in your church means 
another fire.*: : 

This was the warning sent the Rev. 
8. L. Wilkinson of the Mount Washing- 
ton Methodist Episcopal Church in this 
elty, after it was destroyed by fire for 
the second time Jan. 20 last. At the 
time nothing was thought of it, but 
when an attempt was made to burn the 
church a third time, several nights 
since, a guard was placed around the 
building. 

The first church was totally destroyed 
by fire March 2, 1903.

Separated from her Sister in Infancy 
and for a long time unaware that she 
had ever had such kin, Mrs. Louise Fos- 
ter of 129 Burrell street, Milwaukee, with 
the aid of a distant relative who has 


recenty found her, is seeking Nellie Mc- 
Donald, thought to be living in St. 
Louis, where she was taken after adop- 
tion from an asylum in Milwaukee, 29 
years ago. 

Mrs. Foster has written to Circuit 
Clerk Hauschulte, asking that he in- 
vestigate the records of his office for 
any trace of Nellie McDonald's adop- 
tion, so that a clew to her present 
whereabouts, if alive, may be obtained. 

In her letter to Mr. Hauschulte” 
says that her mother died in faukee 
in 1877, leaving her and Nellie: The lat- 
ter was committed to St. Vincent’s Or- 
phan Asylum in that city’and in 1886 
was adopted by a Mrs. Starkey, who 
came to St. Louis. Mrs. Foster was also 
adopted and was taken away from Mil- 
waukee.

THE FLAG 


AT MOSCOW 














T fiag floats above West Point on 
the Hudson, and there the cadet’s 
firstlesson is to hold it in honor. 
From the day of entrance to the acad- 
emy until the day of his graduation the 
cadet has ever before him the flag of 
his country. He is taught that it stands 
for all that is dearest in life: and that 
greater honor can come to no man than 
the henor of laying down his life for 
the flag, says the Chicago Posi. 

There is a common impression that 
the President of the United States is 
the commander-in-chief of the country’s 
forces on land and on sea. The flag is 
the commander-in-chief. When it passes 
the President must bare his head, for it 
is the only thing from sea to sea and 
from lake to gulf which ranks him in 
autherity. 

I have seen a stripling cadet doing his 
first tour of guard duty stop short in 
answering a question put to him by a 
major-general of the United States

GUTHRIE, O. T., Feb. 17.—Much 
terest is manifested here over the out- 
come of the Sunday-closing agitation, 
which was started by Acting Mayor 
Hixon’s order. While that order was 
directed merely against saloons and 
gambling, the Police Department, which 
is not in sympathy with the ‘‘lid’’ pol- 
icy, is proceeding to entorce the gen- 
eral Sunday law in an effort to make 
the Sunday-closing propousillon as un- 
popular as possible, and the Chief of 
Police has even announced that unarer 
his instructions he will raid all card 
parties where he has evidence that there 
is playing for prizes. 

In arresting the butchers who kept 
their places of business open later than 
9 a. m. Sunday, the police were, how- 
ever, well within the provision of the 
Oklahoma Sunday law, which is one 
of the strictest to be found. That law, 
in addition to interdicting sports of ev- 
ery sort, forbids the carrying on of 
any manufacturing or mercantile busi- 
ness on Sunday, the only exceptions be- 
ine that meats, fish and milk may be 
sold before 9 a. m., and drugs, medicines 
and surgical appliances any time during 
the day. 

There are two provisions in the Okla- 
homa statutes in regard to Sunday clos- 
ing of saloons. One, in the crimes act, 
makes it a misdemeanor, which would 
be punishable with a fine of $500 or six 
months’ imrisonment. The other, in the 
liquor laws, fixes a fine of $100.

PLANS 1729 NEW POSTS 


Suggests That Four Posts Can 
Be Used to Each 
Block, 


In a letter to Samuel Bowman; chair- 
man of the Real Estate Exchange 
Lighting Committee, made public Sat- 
urday, John I. Beggs, president of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
outlines in detail the manner and cost 
by which the downtown section of St. 
Louis can be made the most brilliantly 
illuminated city in the United States. 

The expense of illuminating the pro- 
posed i239 new posts bearing the elec- 
troliers, each with its cluster of lights, 
has.already been placed by Mr. Beggs 
at $171,629.44 a year. The cost to the 
city for the lighting of the same streets 
totals at present $266,000 a year. 

In his letter Mr. Beggs gives the basis 
upon which the estimates are made, a 
correcied list of the streets to be il- 
luminated, and the reiterated assurance 
that the estimate includes the original 
investinent incidental to the installment 
of the service and its repairs. This, it 
has been estimated, would cost the city 
$1,500,u00 at the outset. 

For the city to avail itself of the of- 
fer, an ordinance would have ‘to be 
framed, introduced and passed, Ex- 
tracts from the letter follow: 

Four Posts to the Block. 

“The length of the clty blocks vary 
considerably, and in laying out the 
lights we have adopted as minimum and 
maximum distances between lamps 70 
and 125 feet respectively. In the down- 
tuwn sections this spacing works out 
with about four lamp posts to the block 
On each lamp post we have assumed 
that five 50-candle power lamps will be 
used, giving 20 candle power per post. 

“With lamps arranged in accordance 
with the above specifications we find 
there will be 906-posts carrying all- 
night Hghts and 823 posts carrying 
lights running till 1 a. m. only. 

“All-night posts (906) at 4100 burning 
hours per annum equal a total for all 
of 3,714,600 post hours per annum, 

“Posts lighted till 1 a. m. (823) at 2416 
burning hvurs each per annum equals 
a total for all of 1,988,368 post hours per 
annum. 

“All-night posts (906) with 250 candle- 
power per post each equals in all 928,- 
650,000 candle-power hours per annum. 

“Posts lighied till 1 a. m. only (823) 
of 250 candie power each per post equals 
in all 497,090,000 candle-power hours per 
annum. 

“A grand total of 1729 posts as per 
above burmming hours equals 1,427,742,000 
candle-power hours per annum. 


Cost Per Candle Power Hour. 


‘At $0.012 per candle-power hour, cost 
of the above is $171,329.04 per annum. 

“For your convenience of comparison, 
would say at 0.012 per candle-power 
hour, the standard 16+candlepower lamp 
would cost $).192 per hour. 

“For your further convenience, would 
say that posts of 200 candle power each 
spaced as above, would cost about $11,- 
500 per mile per annum to illuminate. 

“This estimate includes the entire In- 
vestment, Jamp renewals, maintenance 
and current.”’ 

Following are the proposed streets to 
be illuminated by the electrolier system: 
Third street, from Washington avenue 
io Biddle street; Broadway, from Cass 
avenue to Clark avenue (all-night serv- 
ice on all lignts); Franklin avenue, from 
Fourth street to Jefferson avenue; 
Washington avenue, from Fourth street 
to Eighteenth street; Olive street, from 
Fourth street to Taylor avenue; Market 
street, from Broadway to Twentieth 
street; Fourth street, from Franklin av- 
enue to Market street; Sixth’ street, 
from Franklin avenue to Market street; 
Seventh street, from Washington ave- 
nue to Market street; Eighth street,
